The four were chosen from more than 60 women who applied for the part-time, 
full tuition fellowships for study in any of G.W. »s graduate schools. 

Laura W. Saile, Carleen J. Pertschuk, Mary N. Broad and Kathleen 2. Williams 
began studies this fan for Master of Arts degrees in G.W.'s School of Education 
and Columbian College of Arts and Sciences. 

Mrs. Saile, a mother of four, who lives at 13803 Lionel Lane, Rockville, 
began work for a Master of Fine Arts degree. She holds a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in art from the University of Delaware and has also studied at Syracuse 
University, She hopes to teach art at the higher education level after graduation 
from George Washington. 

Mrs. Pertschuk, of 735 3rd St., S.W., is a 195U graduate of Vassar and is 
continuing study for a Masters degree in social psychology* She hopes eventually 
to receive a Ph.D. and work in the development or administration of innovative 
programs 3n education or welfare. She has two children.

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G-W, LAW SCHOOL HISTORY REFLECTS 

GROWTH OF PROFESSION, NATION 

The George Washington University Law School will open its Centennial Year 
on campus on Convocation Day, Tuesday, Oct. 12, celebrating 100 years of 
continuous legal education. 

In many ways the growth of the school reflects the growth of the legal 
profession in the U.S., particularly in the field of public law. It is the 

oxdest law school in the nation’s capital and the 15th oldest law school in 
the country. 

The first graduating class in 1867 numbered 60 and represented 22 states 
at a time when there were only 37 states in the union. Its student body today 
is just as cosmopolitan, representing many states and foreign countries. 

During the mid-19th Century, it wasn't as difficult to become a lawyer as 
it is today* A person needed two years of undergraduate college and by 

devoting three evening hours weekly for two years to the study of law, a degree 
could be obtained. 

Today's prospective advocates must have a bachelor's degree from a four- 
year college, at least a "B" average, and must devote three years of full-time 
study to the law to earn a degree. 

In 1865, when the G.W. Law School first opened its doors, largely through 
the effort of Rev. George Whitefield Samson, it had two instructors. By 1911;, 
the staff had increased to ll;, with five on a full time basis. Today, the 
school has a full time faculty of UO and an additional h8 teachers on a part 


i-ime basis.

While the nuir.ber of teachers was not always so large, the quality of 
instruction was not lacking. Faculty in the past has included members of the 
Supreme Court, Federal, municipal trial and appellate courts. These faculty 
experts and the location of the school have afforded students the chance to 

observe and study activities of Federal judicial, legislative and administrative 
agencies first hand. 

In 19C0, the school helped to form and became a charter member of the 
Association of American Law Schools, a group devoted to raising the standards 
of legal education in America. 

A Master of Laws degree program was introduced in 1877, only a year after 
the first such program was started in the U.S. The degree of Doctor of 
Juridical Science was instituted in 191*0. In 191*6 and 1951, additional 
programs were added leading to Masters degrees in Comparative Law for foreign 
lawyers who need additional preparation for legal work in the U.S. 

The school has several special programs, the lastest of which is a 
cooperative program with the G.W. School of Medicine under which an Institute 
°~ Law, Psychiatry and Criminology has been established to study the inter¬ 
action of law with the behavioral sciences. 

This Institute became part of G.W. »s National Law Center which was created 
in 1959. Both the Law School and the Graduate School of Public Law are part 
of this center. Its ultimate goal is to serve as a center where all branches 

of the profession will come together to work on problems affecting the nation 
and the law. 

In 1932, the school began publication of the "Law Review", the first 
publication of any U.S. law school devoted exclusively to public or governmental 
law. Through the last three decades the publication has received praise for 
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its depth articles and symposia on such subjects as antitrust laws, atonic 
energy law, and constitutional law. 

The school moved into its current home in Stockton Hall (named for Rear 

Admiral Charles H. Stockton, University president from 1910 to 1917) at 720 

20th Street, N.W., In 1925 . It had five other headquarters prior to that time 

including Old Trinity Church, 5th Street between D and E, where Francis Scott 

Key was once Senior Warden of the parish, and a Masonic Temple at 13 th, and H 

Streets and New lork Avenue. At another time it was housed in a building on 

K Street near McPherson Square which was once occupied by the Department of 
Justice• 

Among the Law School’s alumni are former Secretary of State John Foster 
Julies, chief of the Federal Bureau of Investigation J. Edgar Hoover, Senator 
Jo W. Fulbright, former Governor of Idaho Robert E. Snylie, University of 
Oregon President Arthur S. Flemming and newly-named ambassador to Luxembourg

United States Ambassador to Luxembourg Patricia Roberts Harris will receive 
an alumni achievement award in absentia. The actual presentation of the award 

will be made when Ambassador Harris returns to Washington for consultations 
later in the year. 

At the Convocation 26 additional alumni achievement awards will be presented 
to male graduates of the Law School. 

Judge Kelly received the degree of Juris Doctor (which is the equivalent 
of Bachelor of Laws with distinction) from the George Washington University Law 
School in 1951. She holds the degree of Bachelor of Arts from Smith College. 

She attended District of Columbia Public schools and Western High School and 
° oudied for a year at la Grand Verger at Iausanne, Switzerland, prior to entering 
smith College. At George Washington she was a member of the Law Review staff, 

and was elected to the Order of the Coif, national legal society recognizing 
1' 'j>h scholarship. 
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In World War II, Judge Kelly served as an enlisted woman and officer in 
the Women's Army Corps. She engaged in the general practice of law with the 
firm of Kelly and Nicolaides from her admission to the bar in 1951 until 1953 
when she was appointed as an Assistant U.S. Attorney. She served in the Civil 
Division of the U.S. Attorney's office until her appointment on April 5, 1957, 
by President Eisenhower as Associate Judge to the then Municipal Court for the 
District of Columbia. 

An active member of the American Bar Association, she is presently serving 
on the Associate and Advisory Committee of the ABA Traffic Court program. She 
is a member of the Bar Association of the District of Columbia; the D.C. 

Women's Bar Association; the Federal Bar Association; the National Association 
jf Women Lawyers; the American Judicature Society; the National Lawyers Club; 
Kappa Beta Pi legal sorority; the Metropolitan Washington Board of Trade; and 
the Washington Club. 

Ambassador Harris received the degree of Juris Doctor from The George 
Washington University in I960.

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G.W, LAW LIBRARY GROUND-BREAKING 

SCHEDULED FOR CONVOCATION DAI 

Ground-breaking ceremonies for the new $1.2 million George Washington 
University Law School Library will be one of the highlights of Convocation Day, 

Tuesday, Oct. 12, when the school officially opens its year-long Centennial 

celebration on campus* 

The event is scheduled for 2 p.m. in the University lard at the rear of 
Stockton Hall, home of the Law School. The library will adjoin the south side 
of Stockton on 20th Street N.W. between G and H Streets. It will take 

approximately 15 months to complete the five-story structure once full-ecale 
construction begins# 

Dean of the Law School Robert Kramer will preside at the ceremory and both 
Dr. Lloyd Elliott, university president and E. K. Morris, chairman of the Board 
cf Trustees, will take part. Music will be provided by the U.S. Air Force Band 

and there will also be an Air Force ROTC color guard on hand composed of members 
of the campus unit# 

The library is the major part of a $1,1*50,000 project which will also 
include the renovation of Stockton Hall. Both structures will be air conditioned 
and a faculty elevator will be installed in Stockton. 

There will be access between Stockton and the new library at several floor 

levels providing direct passage between the classrooms and the facilities of 
the library. 
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The library will have open-stack facilities for 250,000 volumes and 
periodicals more than tripling the current space available# An additional 
150,000 volumes can also be stored. It will have study carrells and tables 
to accommodate kill students at one time. 

Space now being used for the library on the third and fourth floors of 
Stockton will be converted to class and seminar rooms, faculty offices and 
research facilities. 

The library will be designed to serve both students studying for their 
bachelor of laws degree and those in the University's Graduate School of Public 

t .3W, 

Eventually one section will be devoted exclusively to volumes on inter¬ 
national and foreign law made available through the John Foster Dulles Fund for 
International Legal Studies. The fund was established early this year as a 
memorial to former Secretary of State Dulles, who received his LLB from George 
Washington in 1912. 

The building is planned to accommodate the expansion of the Law School 
through the next decade. Dean Kramer has termed the library a "necessity for 
the continuation of the School as an effective center for education in the law " 
’S’ull-time enrollment has increased 58 per cent over 1963 and 136 per cent over 
I960. With 1200 students, the Law School stands sixth in enrollment among U.S, 

Law Schools. 

The additional space provided by this expansion will also be utilized by 
The George Washington National Law Center, 

A fund-raising campaign for the new building received a major boost from 
one U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare in June when the school 
oueived a 3529*100 grant under the Higher Education Facilities Act. George 
shington and Yale were the only two law schools to receive such grants, Alumni;

Arthur Veeder Snell, one of 28 outstanding law alumni to receive The

While five major U.S. cities have come directly under his influence, 
when he managed their chambers of commerce, countless others owe their system 
of government to Snell.

Between 1912 and 1942, when he retired, he managed the chambers of 
commerce of Charleston, S.C., Jacksonville, Fla., Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
Chattanooga, Tenn. Under President William Howard Taft, he helped to organize 
the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. 

He received his law degree from George Washington in 1905 and is also a 
graduate of Hobart College in Geneva, N.Y. He fought in the Spanish American 
War and was active in a variety of home front activities during World War I. 
His career began in the District of Columbia where he practiced law and later 
worked with the U.S. Internal Revenue Service. 

He was born in Geneva, N.Y. in 1877, the great grandson of the only 
survivor of seven brothers killed in the Revolutionary Battle of Criskiny.

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JUSTICE BRENNAN ADDRESSES CONVOCATION} ARGUES 
FOR INDIVIDUAL RIGHTS, SENSE OF FRESPECTIVE 

In an age of increasing specialization, legal complexity and governmental 
regulation. Associate Justice of the Supreme Court William J. Brennan, Jr., 
tonight urged young lawyers not to lose sight of the individual as the major 
focus of the law. 

This was the challenge he outlined for the next century in his address at 
The George Washington University Law School Centennial Convocation in Lisner 
Auditorium. During the ceremonies. Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott, university president, 
conferred a degree of Doctor of Laws on Justice Brennan. 

In addition, 20 law school alumni were presented Alumni Achievement Awards 
for outstanding accomplishments in their professions. Representatives from 
more than 30 universities and law schools sent official delegates to the 
academic convocation celebrating the Law School’s 100th birthday. 

George Washington is in a unique position to train people in the field of 
public law, said Justice Brennan. Its proximity to the nation’s courts, 
administrative agencies and myriad of governmental departments is a challenge 
to the Law School to educate those who serve in government or those who deal 
with it. 

He cited the National Law Center at George Washington as a means to serve 
this vital need. 
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He called for an understanding of law as a living process, responsive 
and responsible to changing human needs, and said that technical competence 
is not enough*. 

While common law property relationships dominated legal practice of the 
past, today there is a growing economic existence dependent on relationships 
with government, he said. To preserve the rights of the individual, no matter 
how great the majority may be, requires a prospective of the philosophy of our 
society. 

Justice Brennan proposed that law students gain practical experience by 
helping to represent the poor before administrative agencies of the government 
as well as in the courts. He reasoned that such service was greatly needed 
in that the poor often had to deal with these agencies and the outcome of the

SOPHISTICATED INSTRUCTIONS NEEDED TO 
REDISTRICT AND REAPPORTION BY COMPUTER 

A George Washington University Law School professor who has spent the last 
year studying legislative reapportionment and redistricting told a conference on 
computer redistricting yesterday that programers would be building sand castles 
if they persisted in approaching reapportionment from the standpoint of bare 
population, with all the vital stuff of politics left out. 

Professor Robert G. Dixon suggested, however, that computer technology 
could play a vital role in providing more information about proposed districts 
and could raise the level of public discussion of reapportionment. But he said, 
the computers must be fed more sophisticated instructions. 

‘"Treating people as interchangeable grains of sand, simply to be grouped in 

'equal grains' districts around density clusters, is a *and castle operation," 
Dixon said. 

Thus used, computer technology "will not be contributing much to the needed 
dialogue about the components of fair and effective representation for the maximum 
numbers of people, or about the increasingly important problems of minority 
representation." he said. 

Dr. Dixon, who was on leave from George Washington last year under a Rocke¬ 
feller Foundation reapportionment research grant, was one of several speakers at 
a conference on the role of computers in legislative redistricting. The conference 
is sponsored by The Joint Committee on Continuing Legal Education of the American 


- more - 
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v Institute and the American Bar Association. The two-day session concludes 
iomorrow at the Shoreham Hotel in Washington. 

Pursuing the theme that it is impossible to take the politics out of politics, 
^nd still have "nonpartisan" computer redistricting, Dr. Dixon stressed that 
every line drawn on a map, has partisan implications whether intended or not. 

An election district line on a map unavoidably has all kinds of policy 
choices, express or hidden, built into it. For example, it creates a district 
which is "more homogeneous or less homogeneous, more falx to Negroes or less fair 
to Negroes, more safe for a political party or less safe”* than any other equally 
permissible line which could have been drawn. 

Dixon pointed out that three guidelines commonly mentioned - population 
equality, contiguity, and compactness - can produce, with slight adjustments in 
weighting, alternative sets of districts with quite different political impact. 

Even with these guidelines it is possible for a dominant political party, if 
f airly evenly spread geographically, to take not only its share of seats but 
irtually all the seats, he said. 

Computers, if used too simply, are no safeguard against gerrymandering 
either, Dixon noted, because the best gerrymander possible for the dominant 
political party is to refuse to subdistrict and simply to use large multi-member 
districts of equal population under a winner-take-all principle. The state of 
Maryland, which is essentially a one-party state legislatively, with signs of 
two party life, faces this issue right now, as do many other states, he said. 

At the same time. Dr. Dixon had praise for some of the more politically 
sophisticated computer redistricting programs. These include much more than 
bare population figures and measures of compactness.

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The function of a computer, he said, is not to make policy choices, or to 
pretend that they do not exist. Its function is to build detailed political 
profiles of existing and proposed sets of districts so that the unavoidable policy 
choices in drawing district lines will be better identified, better illuminated, 
and out in the open for all to see.

GW FROFESSOR CALLS FOR NEW METHODS 
TO AID AND TEST LOW ACHIEVERS 

Better education for low-achievers requires new approaches to reach the 
home and parents, not simply an improvement in the schools 1 physical facilities 
or level of teaching. Professor John T. Dailey told members of the Virginia 
Education Association State Guidance Section in Richmond, Va., today. 

The George Washington University Research Professor of Education and 
Director of Research for the School of Education,discussed "Counseling the 
Disadvantaged." He pointed out that results of Project Talent, a national 
talent survey and a follow—up study, suggest that educational achievement is 
essential for emergence from poverty. Dr. Dailey was program director for 
Project Talent. 

In the study, it was found that school achievement was more closely 
associated with teacher salaries and experience than with school size, class 
size or the age of the buildings. In another survey of D.C. elementary schools, 
researchers found that fourth-grade reading achievement level was highly 
related to income level, and independent of physical conditions. 

"One of the greatest problems in counseling the disadvantaged is that 
existing talen tests do not identify latent talent that a student*s environ¬ 
ment has not permitted to develop," Dr. Dailey explained. 

He discussed two new approaches being used at George Washington University 
to overcome this difficulty.

The first is the development of a curriculum for teaching basic 
vocational talents in grades eight and nine. Areas covered include nonverbal 
abstract reasoning, spatial visualization, mechanics and electricity. The 
participants will be tested at the completion of a three-month course to 
determine the degree to vhich their talents have been improved. 

Dr. Dailey has also worked out a language facility test which measures 
basic language ability independently of vocabulary, grammar and information. 
Children are shown a series of pictures and each child tells a story or 
describes the scene. They are evaluated on a nine point scale ranging from 
those who show great creativity in inventing a story about the picture, to 
those who are totally inarticulate and only able to point to the picture. 

This test can be used with children as early as age three and is also valid 
for adults.
